SUBJECT: Contacts with Senator Richard Clark 


L, I originally met Senator Richard Clark, Democrat of 
Iowa, at a dinner party at the home of Bill Whitson of Con- 
gressional Research Service on 21 July. At this dinner were 
Bill Gleysteen and Stape Roy of State, myself, Whitson, Clark, 
Bruce Van Vorst, Clark's Administrative Assistant, and a re- 
searcher from the Library of Congress. The talk centered on 
China in broad-brush with the State Department types doing 
much of the talking. Towards the end of the evening, however, 
I talked privately with Clark and out of this came his sugges- 
tion that we pursue our discussions and that we get more 
specific.
